“Ye Therefore Shall Be Perfect” 
Eric BUTTERWORTH 


NE OF the most amazing statements of the 
Bible is this: “Ye therefore shall be per- 
fect, as your heavenly Father is perfect.” 
This would seem to be indisputable proof that 
Jesus taught that the potential of man is limitless. 
He taught that man is intended to continue in un- 
foldment until he expresses and experiences the 
dynamic life of God. 

Unfortunately this concept of the innate and 
ultimate perfection of man has not been accepted 
by all of us. Where we have the concept of Jesus 
as the only Son of God, the only perfect life, to 
consider perfection as an ultimate of man seems 
meaningless. On the contrary many of us believe 
that man is a miserable sinner, a lowly worm of 
the dust with little more to hope for in life than 
becoming a good worm. 

Concerning Jesus’ challenging statement, “Ye 
therefore shall be perfect,” our traditional belief 
may be summed up in this manner: ‘‘Jesus chal- 
lenged men with unattainable goals. The fact is, 
of course, these goals are impossible for weak, 
sinful humans to attain. He knew that we had 
better have goals that are beyond our grasp, or 
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what’s a heaven for?” And this is correct. It is 
impossible for weak, sinful humans to fulfill the 
absolute teachings of Jesus. But why be a weak, 
sinful human? It may be a fact that Jesus’ high 
ideal is unattainable to the human consciousness. 
However, Jesus dealt not with facts but with 
Truth. When we consider the spiritual laws He 
outlined “in spirit and truth” we come to know 
that, even though man may be weak and sinful in 
experience, he is not weak and sinful by nature. 
The truth is that man is a child of God, created 
in His image-likeness, possessed of an amazing 
potential, the Christ indwelling. 

Whether or not we accept the ideal of the in- 
nate and ultimate perfection of man, there is no 
denying this: there is a restless and relentless urge 
within man that keeps him ever reaching for the 
highest, striving continually to better himself, to 
run the four-minute mile, to scale the highest 
mountain, to overcome the weaknesses of the flesh, 
and to have a better day or a better year than the 
one past. “A fierce unrest seethes at the core of 
all existing things.” 

What is this unrest? It is the inexorable law of 
the universe in which everything must continually 
be growing, expanding, developing. Often we 
chide someone with the remark, “Can't you ever 
be satisfied?’ And the answer is, “No!” It is a 
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biological, mental, and spiritual impossibility. 
Through an understanding of Truth we may de- 
velop a sense of contentment, which is simply a 
form of nonresistance. However, in the words of 
St. Augustine, “Man is ever restless until his heart 
finds repose in God.” 

God’s spiritual creation is finished and com- 
plete, changeless and eternal. However, in the 
manifest this creation is a continuing activity, The 
directive force of this activity is the will of God, 
which is “the ceaseless longing of the Creator to 
perfect Himself in that which is created.” 

There is an important lesson to be learned from 
evolution, for what is evolution but the accom- 
plishment of the impossible repeated ad infinitum! 
Before there was life on earth, would it have been 
possible to predict life? When all life consisted of 
plants with roots fixed in the soil or immersed in 
water, would it have been possible to predict the 
development of life that moved on the earth and 
flew through the air? When early man first began 
to form sounds into words, would it have been 
possible to predict Shakespeare? Any prediction 
of the ultimate of man on earth that is based only 
on factors now known or talents now developed 
is worthless. “It is not yet made manifest what we 
shall be.” 

When Jesus said: “Judge not according to ap- 
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pearance, but judge righteous judgment,’ He 
pointed to one of man’s most common errors. Man 
is forever judging life and its experiences by “the 
facts of the case.” He judges his ability by past 
experience; he fully expects to do what he has 
done, to have what he has had, to be what he has 
been. This is a refutation of the law of evolution 
that continually demonstrates that which has 
never been before. 

Judging by appearances men develop an “I 
can’t’” consciousness. And they justify this con- 
sciousness as being completely logical. They say, 
“I can’t because I am too old.” “I can’t because 
this condition is incurable.” “I can’t because I am 
a weak person.” “I can’t because I have not had 
the advantages of a formal education.” I can’t! I 
can't! I can’t! 

Anyone bogged down in the “horrible pit” and 
the “miry clay” of “I can’t” would do well to take 
his Bible, turn to the 13th chapter of Numbers, 
and read the revealing story of the desert-wander- 
ing tribes of Israel in an important hour of de- 
cision. They had come to the very edge of the 
Promised Land, and Moses had sent twelve scouts 
to go into Canaan and bring back a description of 
the country and its inhabitants. They returned 
with glowing accounts of a wonderful land that 
flowed with milk and honey. 
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Ten of the scouts argued that the Israelites 
could not possibly conquer this land, “for they are 
stronger than we.” “We saw giants . . . and we 
were in our own sight as grasshoppers, and so we 
were in their sight.” 

Two of the men, however, Joshua and Caleb, 
did not agree. Caleb said, “Let us go at once, and 
possess it; for we are well able to overcome it.” 
They were not afraid of the giants because they 
refused to see themselves as grasshoppers, and be- 
cause they had faith in God and themselves. They 
had faith that they could do and be more than 
they had ever before done or been. 

The amazing achievements of Joshuas and 
Calebs bring about the progress of civilization. 
They are the Napoleons who have said: “Impos- 
sible is the word only to be found in the dictionary 
of fools.” They are the Livingstones, who, when 
told by his home board that his dream of relieving 
suffering and building civilization was a beautiful 
idea and a grand thought, but that it was impos- 
sible, replied: “Impossible? Is that all? Then in 
God’s name, let’s do it.” 

It is important that we begin to see ourselves 
in the light of Jesus’ ideal, ‘Ye therefore shall be 
perfect.” No matter how many times we may have 
failed, no matter how many incurable conditions 
or impassable barriers exist for us, or at least seem 
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to exist in our sight, let us know with Jesus: 
“With men this is impossible; but with God all 
things are possible.” 

There are many impossibilities to a man when 
he sees giants in the land and sees himself as a 
grasshopper in their sight. It is impossible for the 
weak, sinful human to fulfill the law; but it is 
possible to God, and it is possible to man in God- 
consciousness. 

Without the law of evolution, by which all 
things are continually growing, expanding, pro- 
gressing, there would be little hope of betterment 
for man. He would forever be limited by the ex- 
periences of the past and by his level of conscious- 
ness today. However, life is not static; life is dy- 
namic, 

Man is a growing, expanding, evolving, dy- 
namic life-idea in God-Mind. There can never be 
a limit to God, and thus it must follow, there 
can never be a limit to man in God-consciousness. 

When Jesus declared: “Ye therefore shall be 
perfect, as your heavenly Father is perfect,” He 
implied two very important things: First, you are 
perfect because you are the creation and expres- 
sion of a perfect Father. This perfection is forever 
your amazing potential, ‘Christ in you, the hope 
of glory.” 

Second, you must work without ceasing to at- 
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tain the ideal of perfection “in earth, as it is in 
heaven.” You must claim your potential for over- 
coming, for demonstrating, for achieving. Then 
you must with perfect faith “press on toward the 
goal unto the prize of the high calling of God 
in Christ Jesus.”
